Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fenn et al '84 & Dolan et al '88 

Fenn shows 1 part to 100 parts meets the claim 2 range of 0.001-1.0 
ratios of the 2 components of the composition, regardless of intended use or 
effects thereof, but the amounts are small compared to the instant claims. 
DOLAN also mixed potassium phosphate in [p.977] water phosphoric acid and 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP

1,3-14 under 35 use 112 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn.
